The claimed invention relates to a portable combination umbrella and chair including a pole having on 
an end thereof a threaded part, an umbrella pan coupled to the threaded part, a lock provided in a 
lower portion of the pole to lock or unlock the sliding member, thus closing or opening the umbrella ■ 
part, and a chair part rotatably mounted to an opposite end of the pole via a hinge shaft. 

Dl discloses a stick jointed with a portable chair comprising a pole and a chair part rotatably 
mounted to an end of the pole via a hinge shaft. 

D2 discloses a stool has a saddle-like seat pivotal ly mounted at the top of a tubular leg. A catch 
can hold the seat horizontal or vertical, and in the latter position a slot in the seat provides a 
carrying handle. 

The feature of the present portable combination umbrella and chair including an umbrella part and a 
chair part rotatably mounted to an end of the pole via a hinge shaft, is not disclosed in Dl and D2. 
Therefore, the subject matter of claims 1 to 4 is novel pursuant to PCT Article 33(2). 

The subject matter of claims 1' to 4 is considered to involve an inventive step pursuant to PCI 
Article 33(3). since it refers to an improved product, such as a portable combination umbrella and 
chair configured to allow a user to rest for a moment and serve as an umbrella when it rains, which 
is not known or even suggested in the prior art, particularly in Dl and D2. 

Claims 1 to 4 also meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4). because all the claims are 
considered to be industrially applicable.
